If this is the case and if the 
people of the east coast see it as to 
r advantage to adopt a course that 
ill permit the more expeditious prose- 
cution of the work, that is their affair. 
The Everglades News pledges that the 
people of the Everglades will not be a 
party to coercion of the people of the 

ast coast, nor party to producing a 
condition that will let. themselves be 
hurt in order to coerce action on the 
east coast. 

We lay down the broad principle that 
undef. the plan of the Randolph Engin- 
cering Commission, now being executed 
in principle, every acre of land in the 
Everglades can bear the cost of its 
reclamation in practicable manner, If 
this psinciple has to be modified by the 
claim of any owner that his land will 
not bear the cost of its reclamation, the) 
value of such land, then, is so small 
that the district can afford to buy it for 
use as part of the works of reclama- 
tion and use it as a sump. 

This deals with the future, not with 
the present, and it is only with the 
time intervening until the next session 
of the legislature that we are immedi- 
ately concerned. We have dealt with 
that in the declaration that the funds 
are sufficient for continued construc- 
tion and maintenance work, and the 
liability to or immunity from flood 
conditions in, the populated arcas of 
the district is not now relzted tọ fi- 
nancing in the future and is dependent 
only on the capability of the authorities 
of the district to use the existing facil- 
ities for the purpose of drainage.

The Bank of Pahokee, not affected 
hy the difficulties of banks elsewhere, 
[is doing business as usual and its de- 
Msitors and the people generally have 
such confidence in its solvency and the 
integrity of its officers that it has not 
suffered marked reduction in deposits. 

The Pahokee bank is not a member 
of the so-called “Witham system” 
any other system, and i 
fected by anything that may happen to 
the Bankers Finance Company of At- 
lanta or the banks that were connected 
with it.
